the community whole the health educator 
worked establish relationships with organized groups 
and stimulate interest individuals. These groups 
were the usual ones found rural community and 
small urban areas such farm bureaus, granges, 
women’s clubs, Campfire Girls, Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciations, Red Cross, Four-H Clubs, the county nutri- 
tion committee and others. These organizations made 
use demonstrations worked out the health educa- 
tor. These included demonstration food handling 
and nutrition. All the equipment for complete demon- 
stration food handling and dish washing was pro- 
vided and their use was demonstrated members 
the staff the health department and Four-H Club 
girls, who dramatized the story. Similar demonstrations 
were developed the subject farm and home safety, 
the control undulant fever, and the subject 
eancer. This work resulted the appointment 
health committee the Farm Bureau, and that com- 
mittee later used the demonstrations county-wide 
basis.

WORKING THE SCHOOLS

ment were provided. Loan packets health informa- 
tion and study material for teachers and pupils were 
made available. These packets included information 
eight accepted public health topics.

community consisting rural areas and small 
urban areas the services are the same out the 
area. our experience the city groups 
have sometimes been slower take advantage the 
types health projects and health teachings would 
most wish stimulate. However, this has not always 
been true. Classes two high schools have been devel- 
oped which are known Community Health Service” 
classes, which the health educator assisted with plans 
and materials and which lectures and demonstrations 
were given the health educator, the nurse, the sani- 
tarian, and the health officer. One city school system

SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAMS CALIFORNIA 
DENTAL HEALTH 


Moss, Ed.D., Consultant School Health Education, State Department Education 


The widespread incidence dental caries chil- 
dren has been continuously and frequently recognized 
major problem with which schools, health depart- 
ments, private dentists and families must cope. The 
availability dental services, the appreciation need 
for dental and the funds which families have 
spend for such care are the important factors deter- 
mining the extent dental corrections. 

The organization dental services for school chil- 
dren schools and health departments has revolved 
around the employment dental hygienists and den- 
tists conduct reparative, prophylactic 
and educational services. The dental hygienist usually 
inspects the teeth, gives dental prophylaxis, assists the 
dentist dental works with parents, and teaches 
dental hygiene children. Dentists may also examine 
the teeth and conduct dental education programs, but 
usually they spend their time rendering dental prophy- 
laxis and reparative services. 

The Astoria School Health Study experimented 
with techniques influencing parents and children 
obtain private dental care, and reached the conclusion 
that the most important factor influencing them 
the values dental service order 
secure earlier detection caries and 

two experiments, emphasis was placed this 
aspect dental care the first, the dental hygien- 
ist assumed the responsibility for instructing chil- 
dren and parents; the second, the classroom 
teachers took over the task. both experiments 
the private dentists gave most the treatment 
services. 

Both procedures brought comparable results, but 
evident that the dental hygienist who conducts 
such program for entire school would sorely 
taxed for time, she gave, addition her exam- 
inations, prophylactic treatments assistance 
the dentist the clinic. Furthermore, now out 
keeping with sound theory health education 
emphasize one program the exclusion other 
efforts provide for the child’s welfare. The child 
helped assume responsibility for his 
health through campaigns carried out specialists. 
Sound attitudes can developed only through uni- 
fied teaching and through one source instruction

These studies indicate that improved dental health 
children can accomplished (1) developing 
sound dental health education program the schools 
conducted teachers, with assistance and advice from 
dental specialists, (2) developing dental services for 
children pre-school age concurrently with programs 
dental education for their parents, and (3) empha- 
sizing the all groups regular examina- 
tion and early reparative treatment private dentists. 

The survey special dental services conducted 
California health departments for children school 
age indicates that less than third the health depart- 
ments employ dental personnel. The employment 
dentists, dental hygienists and nutritionists health 
departments California summarized Table 
Part-time full-time dentists are employed health 
departments eight counties and three cities, and den- 
tal hygienists four counties. Four counties reported 
that they had employed dentists prior the outbreak 
the war and intended reinstate their programs 
when dentists become available again. One county 
reported similar situation concerning dental hygien- 
ists and one city reported their dental hygienist 
leave. 

analysis the activities health department 
dentists summarized Table and indicates that 
six instances they give dental examinations, 
situations, reparative service and eight departments 
prophylactic treatment, particularly for Vin- 
angina. The groups which these services are 
available are the needy indigent groups three sit-

Three 
departments reported the hygienist advising teachers 
dental health teaching, three preparing materials 
for teachers, and three doing follow-up work with 
parents. 


Recommendations dental health pro- 
grams public health departments for school chil- 
dren are: 


That evaluation the functions dental 
hygienists school programs made with 
view determining the most effective type 
service they can render. 


That emphasis placed the development 
dental health education programs for all children 


That the extension reparative dental services 
areas lacking private dental service, low 
income groups and preschool children 
emphasized. 


NUTRITION SERVICES 


The public health nutritionist employed health 
departments render consultant services individuals 
and groups nutritional problems. She trained 
the specialized fields nutrition and public health, 
and may may not have had professional education 
background. Her greatest contributions school nutri- 
tion programs are rendered advisory capacity 
consultant the school lunch, instructing 
teachers concerning the principles nutrition. She 
position recommend sound teaching materials 
nutrition, including pamphlets, charts, posters and 
films. 


seen from Table only five local health 
departments California employ nutritionists, al- 
though four additional departments listed nutrition 
schools one their services. Possibly 
these departments consider the advisory services 
their nurses nutrition problems being sufficient 
importance merit inclusion special service. The 
services these five nutritionists schools are sum- 
marized Table and are seen decidedly lim- 
ited. One department states that the nutritionist 
willing give assistance school administrators 
their school lunch programs, but has not been asked 
so. another department the only contribution 
listed instruction teacher groups principles 
nutrition. third department reports that the nutri- 
tionist consults and checks with all tuberculosis cases 
and contacts their diets, and makes occasional 
contribution talking school children about nutri- 
tion principles. The fourth department indicated that 
their nutritionist works closely with the parochial 
schools, teaching nutrition principles teacher groups 
occasionally, giving assistance the administrators 
school lunch programs and working with children who 
have been screened out nurses needing individual 
help nutrition problems. The fifth department 
reports advisory service school lunch programs, 
preparation and distribution nutrition materials 
schools, and instruction teacher groups principles 
nutrition. 

Recommendations concerning further development 
nutrition services health department nutritionists 
school programs are: 

That school administrators made cognizant 
the availability nutrition consultant services 
from the health department planning and 
operating school lunch programs, and encour- 
aged utilize these services. 

That care exercised the promotion nutri- 
tion education avoid undue emphasis this 
phase health the exclusion other impor- 
tant health problems, and that nutrition educa- 


tion integrated into broad program health 
education. 


SUMMARY STATEMENT 


The survey and analysis the school health activi- 
ties local, city and county health departments Cali- 
fornia indicates that greater service rendered 
schools counties than cities with three exceptions— 
Berkeley, San Jose and San Francisco. The extent 
services varies widely from complete service very 
limited participation. The relationships with schools 
likewise vary from mutually acceptable written con- 
tractual agreements involving financial participation 
schools, complete separation functions and 
budgets and very limited contacts between public health 
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and school administrative staffs. The quality serv- 
ices, far determined the information 
obtained the survey, varies markedly, with some 
the health departments rendering service with 
modern public health and educational philosophy and 
practice and with others sponsoring routine services 
with little seeming regard for their educational and 
long-range public health implications. There defi-

CAN TUBERCULOSIS “WIPED OUT” 
WITHIN GENERATION? 


The battle against tuberculosis not, any means, 
new one, but until recently there were very few public 
health workers who were brave enough voice the 
our country within generation. 

That view, however, now being heard ever more 
frequently. The Statistical Bulletin for November, 
1946, points out several factors which may make pos- 
sible for that dream come true. 

The first point mentioned that the chances 
becoming infected are now greatly diminished. There 


are fewer active cases from which the infection may 
spread, and people are generally living and working 
under more healthful conditions which render them 
better able ward off the disease. 

Secondly, the tools our disposal detect tuber- 
culosis its early stages have been greatly augmented 
and improved recent years. 

Furthermore, medical and nursing care for those 
eases which are discovered better now than ever 
before. 

The virtual stamping out tuberculosis cause 
death with our country, the article concludes, waits 
upon the full utilization existing knowledge and 
facilities for discovering and treating cases.’’

These regulations, which were printed the Novem- 
ber 29, 1946, issue Public Health Reports, further 
require that the certificate has not been issued less 
than three years and more than days before arrival 


the traveler ‘‘down under,’’ the visitor shall sub- 
ject the Quarantine Act and placed under surveil- 
lance. This entails 14-day period daily visits 
medical officer one the capital cities and necessarily 
restricts the movements the visitor.
